Lindsay Is Safe 


In German Hands 


Axis Broadcast Brings 
Glad News To Parents 


A phone call in the middle of the 
night brought to the Carl N. Lind- 
says of 59 Salem street, Tuesday, 
the joyful news that their son, Tech. 
Sgt. K. Walker Lindsay, is alive and 
safe, though in German hands. The 
young man had previously been de- 
clared missing in action over Ger- 
many since @ bombing raid Novem- 
ber 5. 


The Lindsays were overjoyed at 
news of the safety of one of their 
two sons overseas, Mrs. Lindsay 
stating that “as far as she was con- 
cerned, Christmas had already come 
and gone.” 


The first word of the boy’s safety 
was contained in a German short- 
wave propaganda broadcast. A Me- 
thuen man heard the broadcast in 
his home about 1:20 Tuesday morn- 
ing, and immediately telephoned the 
Andover family. Since young Lind- 
say's full name, Kinley Walker 
Lindsay, was given as well as his 
exact street address and Army se- 
rial number, the information was be- 
lieved to be authentic.

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Censure Dumping Nuisance 
On West Andover Roads 


A recurrence of nuisance dumping 
on private property situated on 
roads leading to the public dump in 
West Andover led Roy BH, Hardy, 
chairman of the board of selectmen, 
to issue a strong warning this week 
against the offenders. 

Much of the trouble arises from 
the fact that rubbish, and some- 
times garbage, is poorly packed on 
trucks so that portions of it fall off. 
Prompt police action is promised in 
a letter which Mr. Hardy has sent 
to the Board of Public Works, read- 
ing as follows: 

“The police have examined the 
condition of Beacon street and 
Chandler road, and report that an- 
other epidemic of scattering road- 
side rubbish has apparently broken 
out. I have talked the matter over 
with Chief Dane, and he has prom- 
ised to patrol the territory and 
pring charges against any offender. 

“Tf any member of your board or 
any private citizen is willing to re- 
port any offender and testify against 
him in court, the police department 
is not only willing but anxious to 
bring charges against the guilty 
party. We believe the public has 
been warned sufficiently, and no 
further consideration should be 
given any one committing nuisances 
along these streets.” 


B. P. W. Not Willing 
To Change Bench 


Fear Precedent For Setting 
Up Waiting Stations Here 


Though the matter was original- 
ly broached geveral months ago, 
the local Board of Public Works 
still refuses to move @ bench from 
the east to the west side of Shaw- 
sheen Square, it was learned yes- 
terday. Several Shawsheen citizens 
are interested in having the bench 
moved, at an estimated cost of $25 
to the town, for the convenience of 
bus patrons waiting for transpor- 
tation to Andover. 

There are several benches on the 
east side of the Square, and the 
Shawsheen residents ask that one 
of them be moved across the street. 
J. A. Remington, owner of the Ab- 
erdeen Apartments, and Bdward 
CG. Nichols, secretary of the Merri- 
mack Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, are two of the leador= of the 
Shawsheen group. 

A letter from William F. Barron, 
PpPw, secretary, to Mr. Nichols 
states: “Régew -‘Aing the bench sit- 


uation in Shawsheen Patare - - - 
we would say that this poard doer 
not see any way in which it can 
expend the money to place a seat 
there for the benefit of the patrons 
of the Eastern Massachusetts 
Street Railway. 

“Our appropriations are all 
granted for the maintenance of 
certain departments, and we can- 
not charge the expenditure to 
maintenance of highways, water, 
sewerage or parks.” The letter

Local physicians and the Board 
of Health are giving serious con- 
sideration this week to @ wide- 
spread breaking out of disabling, 
though not serious diseases. The 
1943 version of the “flu,” reported 
sweeping certain sections of the 
country, has detained many Ando- 
ver people—at least 50, as far as 
can be ascertained—from school or 
employment. 

One local physician said yester- 
day that the influenza epidemic is 
much more widespread in Andover 
now than it was at this time last 
year, though the cases are general- 
ly less severe. 

The prevalence of whooping 
cough, and the fact that a great 
many cases of contagious disease 
have not been reported to it as the 
law prescribes, caused the Board of 
Health to take drastic action at its 
meeting last Thursday and during 
this week. 

Though whooping cough cases are 
the ehief offenders, chicken pox, 


measies and German measles are 
also going unreported. The Board 
of Health, last Thursday, voted that 
persons suffering from whooping 
cough must wear an arm band. The 
bands are yellow in color and 
marked “Whooping Cough” in large 
red letters, and are two inches wide. 
. Fhe action, taken under the rules 
and regulations adopted by the 
Board July 5, 1938, as approved by 
the State Departiient of Health 
September 13 of that yéar, state 
that, on order of the Board, a per- 
son suffering from a contagious dis- 
ease must wear an arm band, and 
a quarantine of at least three weeks 
(from the beginning of the spas- 
modic coughing, in the case of 
whooping cough) must be imposed.

Six cases of whooping cough have 
been reported at the Board office in 
the town hall this week alone, and 
there have been 33 cases 80 far this 
year as compared with 19 for the 
whole year, 1942.

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Buddy Blamire Arrives In New York; Gallant Young 
Airman Suffered Broken Back In China Plane Crash 


Staff Sgt. Alex M. “Buddy” Bla- 
mire, young Shawsheen airman 
seriously injured several months 
ago when his airplane was shot 
down in China, has arrived in this 
country, and is now at an Army 
hospital in New York. His parents 
hope that he will be able to come 
home in a few weeks, and there is 
a faint chance that he may arrive 
before Christmas. 

Blamire was shot down behind 
the Jap lines in China, and, while 
seriously injured, was rescued and 
carried to safety by Chinese guer- 
rillas. In the crash he sustained a 
proken back, broken right ankle 
and a deep cut over the left eye. 

He was flying as a crew mem- 
per on a B-24 bomber in China 
when it was forced to make a crash 
landing when Jap fire shot away 
three motors. Three of the crew 
were seriously injured, and three 
more besides Sst. Blamire were 
critically injured, the remaining 
three being shaken up and slight- 
ly injured. 

The Chinese guerrilla band at- 
tracted to the scene by the spec- 
tacular crash carried the seven in- 
jured men to safety and hospital 
care. No other details of the ad- 
venture have been made known. 

Set. Blamire’s condition was 
complicated by attacks of malaria 
and pneumonia, but he now ap- 
pears definitely on the mend. He 
returned to this country by way of 
India and South Africa. He made 
the entire trip in pajamas, but is 
now able to wear an oversized suit 
of the uniform he has so honored. 

Surprisingly active in view of 
his injuries, the young flier was 
able to walk down the corridor to 
meet his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 


Postoffice Doing Well

The volume of Christmas mail 
handled through the Andover post- 
office will probably be greater than 
1942’s banner crop of cards and 
packages, postoffice officials re- 
vealed this week.

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A Public Voice 
In Public Affairs 


In its issue of December 2, the 
Townsman printed a letter concern- 
ing the recent community forum 
held in Ballardvale, and appended 
a note that such a forum should be 
started in Andover. It was a casual 
remark on our part, but it evidently 
started a good many people think- 
ing, for the editors have received 
considerable comment on the idea 
of a forum from many and diverse 
sources, 


Something should be done about 
starting such a forum, and the time 
is obviously right now. 

How such a forum would be run, 
how it could be financed, who would 
speak at it, what subjects would be 
discussed, how often the sessions 
would be held, how much audience 
participation would be planned — 
well, there are dozens of details 
that immediately come to mind. For 
the present, however, only the basic 
question need be answered: how 
about getting one started? 

That some sort of a forum is 
needed here is unquestionable. 
There are many excellent speakers 
who come into Andover every 
month, to speak under the auspices 
of various clubs and schools. Often 
enough, these programs are open 
to the public, with or without an 
admission charge. Yet, in our mem- 
ory, at least, there has never been 
a series of good speakers, discuss- 
ing matters that are hot from the 
headlines, to whom the whole town 
could listen on a solid weekly or 
monthly basis. 

There are many questions which, 
right now, the people in Washing- 
ton are anxious to have answered 
directly by the American public. Do 
we want to go in for subsides, for 
instance, and are the farmers, in- 
dustrial workers and fixed income 
groups all together behind the sub- 
sidy plan? Do we want Germany 
bled white after the inevitable vic- 
tory, or how far do we want to go? 
Just what will the servicemen ex- 
pect when they return to take up 
the threads of civilian life? What 
guarantees have we that the coun- 
try will not plunge into the inertia 
of a depression once war produc- 
tion stops? What lasting relation- 
ships will be established between 
labor and industry once the pres- 
sure of a war economy is eased on 
both? How much further can the 
socialistic trend in government con- 
tinue for the well-being of ALL the 
people? What is the position of the 
United States in a world federation? 

To bring the matter closer home, 
what is to be done on the mam- 
moth public-works program for 
Essex county originally proposed in 
General Court six years ago? What 
have our local mills in mind, in the 
line of expansion, once the war is 
over? Is the town of Andover to 
streamline its water and sewer sys- 
tem from top to bottom, or under- 
take to construct a new town hall? 
What is to be done to encourage 
people to move to Andover and 
build or buy homes here after the 
war? What is to be done to concen- 
trate the public’s buying in An- 
dover stores? What does the public 
have to say on the disputative ques- 


tions that annually come before 
town meeting? 


These are a few problems that 
need an open and frank discussion 
right now and right here. They are 
matters on which the public ought 
to have its say. There is no other 
manner in which the public reaction 
to them can be ascertained than the 
establishment of an Andover Forum.

failed to point out just why the 
proposed bench moving could not 
be considered either a highway or 
park proposal. 

Roy E. Hardy, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, had previous- 
ly written the B.P.W. that “we Te- 
alize that this work is entirely 
within your functions, but we are 
very happy to recommend that it 
be done as a service to the citizens 
of Andover, if your board thinks it 
is a practical move.” 

Evidently referring to this letter, 
in his communication to Mr.

The Andover Teachers associa- 
tion has asked the Townsman to 
correct a statement appearing in 
last week’s issue, concerning the 
teachers’ petition for a “bonus” or 
temporary increase. 


The article, drawn from a letter 
sent by the association to the school 
committee, stated that “the teach- 
ers, early in 1942, requested a 10 
percent raise, which was granted. 
Because of the rise in the cost of 
living, the increase amounted only 


to five or six percent in purchasin 
power.” : 


As a matter of fact, statistics 
show that the increase amounted to 
five and six percent, not in pur- 
chasing power, but in actual dollars 
and cents, five percent for the av- 
erage high and Junior high teacher, 
six for the average grade school 
teacher. Since the raise was grant- 
ed in April, 1942, and was not retro- 
active to the beginning of 1942, the 
teachers’ net earnings were not in- 
creased as much as is generally 
believed.
